FLOWER TALK No. 521 
“I am very much in terested in 
growin g horseradish. 
Should it be 
grown from the tops cut from the 
roots?” 
Horseradish is apt to be­ 
come a pest un less you take good 
care of it. 
The commercial grow­ 
ers grow horseradish as an an n ual, 
that mean s they propagate each 
year. 
It can be propagated best 
by takin g root cuttin gs. As soon as 
the soil is fit to work in the sprin g, 
the roots should be buried several 
in ches deep an d a foot apart. 
Ten 
or twelve roots is quite en ough for 
on e family. 
You must dig 
the 
‘ roots eiher in early sprin g or late 
fall. 
If the roots are gathered In 
mid-season , while the plan t is in 
actual growth, they are pithy, an d 
lack their pun gen cy. The roots are 
peeled an d they are then grated 
an d run through a food chopper. 
Vin egar is added to the grated pro­ 
duct to keep it, an d add to the 
taste. 
Grated turn ips are some­ 
times added in the fall to reduce 
the pun gen cy, however, this Is con ­ 
sidered an adulteran t.
